SLOW PAY. 

One: of the evils of the “dog days” is the 
difficulty encountered by the retail bookseller 
in making collections, and never has this 
caused greater embarrassment than this sea¬ 
son. In large cities most retailers find them¬ 
selves more or less inconvenienced because 
their very richest customers, whose trade 
seems on the face the most desirable, are the 
slowest in paying their bills. As these cus¬ 
tomers are large purchasers, a few accounts 
of this sort, undoubtedly good, will do much 
to embarrass any dealer whose margin of 
working capital may be restricted. Indeed, 
the reluctance of such customers to separate 
themselves from their cash within a reason¬ 
able period has often caused the ruin of the 
tradesmen who carry any large number of 
such accounts on their books. The dealer 
hesitates to press these customers for their 
money, because he knows that they are re¬ 
sponsible and because he knows that such at¬ 
tempts to collect, however justifiable, are 
likely to be considered as an affront and to 
jeopardize future trade, and so the dealers’ 
hands are tied by the very circumstances of 
the case. 

The reasons for this difficulty are various 
and curious. There are few men so niggardly 
as to desire to hold over payment for the mere 
sake of holding their money and saving in¬ 
terest; but to the very rich people the or¬ 
dinary bookseller’s account seems very small, 
although to the bookseller such an account 
may be very large. Many such persons also 
handle their personal accounts only at long in¬ 
tervals, or leave them to a secretary, who has 
no relation of responsibility to the creditor. 
And then the bookseller is often at fault in 
overdoing this line of business, and accumu¬ 
lating large accounts which he must know 
will be of slow pay. 


It is easier, we know, to state all this than 
to suggest a remedy. Doubtless, in the major¬ 
ity of cases, especially if the dealer has per¬ 
sonal relations with his customers, if the ac¬ 
tual fact is tactfully brought to the attention 
of the delinquent, an account of this sort will 
be paid with promptness. It is simply diffi¬ 
cult to get the retailer’s point of view before 
the rich customer. That, however, should be 
attempted, not by printed circulars or collec¬ 
tors’ “persecutions,” but by a personal letter, 
if a personal interview is impracticable, stat¬ 
ing exactly the retailer’s position and diffi¬ 
culty. In extreme cases it might almost be 
better to risk the loss of such customers than 
to jeopardize a business with a close working 
capital by piling up accounts which involve 
months or years of delay in payment. 


We cannot say the good word we should 
like to say for the proposed Bulletin of Best¬ 
selling Current Literature, announced else¬ 
where by the “Publishers’ Book Bulletin,” 47 
Fourth Avenue, (Bible House,) New' York, 
the latest project of Mr. John B. Alden’s. The 
bookseller is offered a 64-page i6mo publica¬ 
tion for half a cent a copy; “the publishers 
pay the rest.” The postage is to be one cent 
a copy, but the bookseller will be charged only 
half that if he will send the list of his custom¬ 
ers for direct mailing; “the publishers pay the 
rest.” Few' booksellers w r ould care to give 
aw’ay the list of their customers in this 
fashion. Publishers are to be charged one 
cent a line for entries and two cents a line 
for headings, with rebates dependent upon 
the receipts from booksellers. Orders from 
booksellers are invited “through any New 
York City publisher, who will thus practically 
guarantee our good faith and the perform¬ 
ance of what we agree to do”—an assumption 
which is hardly to be taken for granted. The 
specimen pages of the Bulletin have rather a 
crazy-quilt appearance, and include a good 
deal of slap-dash comment on books, e.g. } 
“The Dickens. All of him, cheap or excellent 
editions. We don’t like him as well as some 
—but the only time we ever got lost on the 
R. R. was with our nose in ‘Great Expecta¬ 
tions.’ ” Bargain prices are suggested by marks 
to which there is a key on the last cover page 
—a complication which will scarcely attract 
buyers. Tw t o or three of Mr. Alden’s special 
enterprises are largely advertised in page ful- 
rr.inations at “bargain prices.” On the whole, 
we fear the proposed booksellers’ aid will 
scarcely reach the alluring quarter or half 
million of the imaginative prospectus. 
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THE PUBLISHERS' INTERNATIONAL 
COMMISSION. 

As a result of the International Publishers' 
Congress, of which the fifth was held at Milan 
in 1906, a Publishers' International Commis¬ 
sion to sit between meetings of the Congress 
has been organized, of which the third session 
was held at the Hotel des Boulangers at 
Berne on May 24. The commission consists 
of representatives and leading publishers from 
several countries, and there were present at 
the session MM. Ricordi, president, Brock- 
haus, Heinemann, Hetzel, Morel, Bailly- 
Bailliere, Belinfante, Bonnier, Huber and 
Ranschburg, while MM. Bruylant, Fouret, 
Muller and Nygaard sent their excuses. The 
first business was the consideration of mat¬ 
ters on which votes were made at the Milan 
Congress. In respect to the copyright rela¬ 
tions of mechanical music players there was 
much interest, and it was decided to consult 
with Mr. Putnam as to whether an appeal 
from the commission and from the associa¬ 
tions represented in the Congress would be 
useful. Report was made as to the response 
from associations represented to the circular 
of the bureau regarding the international reg¬ 
ulation of the right of executing musical 
works. As to the sale at a discount by socie¬ 
ties to their members, Mr. Heinemann stated 
that the question did not concern the English 
booktrade, as all discounts except to libraries 
are prohibited. M. Ranschburg said that 
sales by societies were of great service in 
Hungary and did not trouble publishers. M. 
Brockhaus said that this question was con¬ 
nected with that of the maintenance of the 
net price; and his proposal that this question 
should be the subject of a special report at the 
Madrid Congress was adopted. On most of 
these points responses from several of the as¬ 
sociations to circulars from the central bureau 
were read, and after discussion of the desira¬ 
bility of sending copies of these responses to 
the several members, it was decided that the 
bureau should ask from the several associa¬ 
tions an annual resume of their annual re¬ 
ports, on points concerning the booktrade and 
publishing, which should be communicated to 
the other associations. 

The question of a technical vocabulary of 
the booktrade was then taken up, and in view 
of the undertakings of the Cercle de la Librai- 
rie of Paris to prepare such a vocabulary in 
the French language, the following vote of 
thanks, adopted by the Executive Committee 
of the Congress, was adopted also by the com¬ 
mission : “The Executive Committee of the 
International Congress of Publishers, study¬ 
ing the question whether it might be possible 
to prepare, an international technical dictionary 
with definitions of the terms and expressions 
in use in the booktrade, expresses its de¬ 
sire that the Cercle de la Librairie Frangaise 
should be charged with the preparation of a 
dictionary in the French language, with defini¬ 
tions of words in use in publishing and the 
booktrade, which should serve as a founda¬ 
tion for future work by the several associa¬ 
tions.” MM. Ranschburg and Bonnier wished 
that the dictionary might include also the 


Hungarian and Swedish terms, and charged 
themselves with the necessary preparation. In 
connection with the thanks of the commission 
M. Mellv was to send to the Cercle copies in 
German, English, French, and Italian of the 
work already done in this direction. 

A memorandum for the preparation of pub¬ 
lishing contracts was discussed, and M. Ri¬ 
cordi announced that M. Melly had already 
done some work upon this, and that the com¬ 
mittee had taken up the question and pro¬ 
posed certain modifications. A copy of the 
memorandum was to be submitted to each del¬ 
egate for return after examination and cor¬ 
rection, that the Permanent Bureau at Berne 
might bring the matter before the Executive 
Committee at its next sitting, in October, 1907. 
This work will be the subject of a report to 
the Madrid Congress. 

As to professional schools and courses, 
nothing new came up, but a report from the 
school at Stockholm was presented. As to. 
American copyright, it was decided to ask 
Mr. Putnam to make a special report on the 
new bill to the Madrid Congress, and a state¬ 
ment was submitted from Mr. Heinemann as 
to the necessary notice in books for American 1 
copyright. It was provided that, a letter - 
should be sent to the several associations in: 
countries having copyright relations with the 
United States, pointing out that publications 
containing material prohibited importation by 
American laws would be seized in the post 
and therefore v ould never reach the Copy¬ 
right Office at Washington. 

The commission then took up the prepara¬ 
tions for the Congress which is to meet in 
Madrid in May, 1908, and M. Bailly-Bailliere, 
the permanent secretary, reported on this sub¬ 
ject that he had specially endeavored to in¬ 
terest the Latin-American booktrade which it 
was hoped would be represented at Madrid. 
He stated that he had been in communication 
with the Centro de la Propriete Litteraire at 
Barcelona, a representative, from which would 
present a leport at Madrid relative to the 
regulations of the Berne Convention and of 
the subscribing countries, with a view to re¬ 
forming national legislation into conformity 
with the Berne Convention. He proposed also 
a report upon the creation of an international 
bureau for information as to publishers and 
booksellers, covering their solvency, legal re¬ 
lations with other branch houses abroad, etc., 
which project was approved by the comm is-' 
sion. Mr. Heinemann stated that such an 
organization already existed in England and: 
the English colonics. M. Ranschburg pro¬ 
posed a report on the international exchange, 
of books on commission. M. Bailly-Bailliere. 
emphasized the necessity of an international 
understanding as to discounts and on the 
maintenance of the net price, especially in re¬ 
lation with the Latin-American countries, and 
it was voted that there should be a report on 
this subject. A proposal for the foundation 
of an international repertory of all works en¬ 
tered in the national registries of literary 
property was discussed, but voted down as 
impracticable and of questionable practical 
value. The commission considered it oppor¬ 
tune that the question of a legal deposit 
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should be taken up at Madrid with reference 
to its abolition. The president expressed the 
thanks of the commission to M. Bailly-Bail- 
liere for the numerous and interesting sug¬ 
gestions and for the preparatory work already 
effected for the sixth Congress, and presented 
the following schedule of proposed reports at 
the Madrid Congress: 

1. Maintenance of the net price. 

2. Memorandum for the preparation of pub¬ 
lication contracts. 

3. American copyright. 

4. The Berne Convention and domestic reg¬ 
ulations. 

5. International bureaus of information. 

6. International exchange of books on com¬ 
mission. 

7. Means of facilitating exportation of 
books. 

8. Abolition of the legal deposit and of anal- 
agous formalities. 

9. Possibly a report presented by a French 
publisher on the status of work on the tech¬ 
nical vocabulary. 

M. Ranschburg undertook the work of pre¬ 
paring a report entitled “The Post and the 
Interests of Publishers.” M. Bailly-Bailliere 
with M. Lahure will present at Madrid the 
report on the lettres missives which he should 
have presented at Milan. M. Huber pre¬ 
sented the project of a report from M. Jullien, 
of Geneva, upon publishers and the competF 
tion of government publication, and it was de¬ 
cided that such a report should be made, under 
the title “"What measures should be taken to 
reserve to the publisher the entire production 
©f a publication and to arrest the present 
movement for publication by the g®vernment, 
cities, private societies without the concur¬ 
rence of the publisher?” At the suggestion of 
M. Brockhaus a report was presented on the 
means of facilitating exportation and importa¬ 
tion of books. M. Brockhaus also asked if 
there existed practicable means of improve¬ 
ment as to the intermediary booktrade, job¬ 
bers, etc., and the secretary undertook to find 
a reporter on this subject. 

It was decided to accept the invitation to 
hold the Congress of 1910 in Holland. The 
president presented the project for a catalogue 
submitted by M. Barbera, of Florence, to the 
^Permanent Bureau. The Madrid Congress will 
Gf.mmence on the 26th of May and terminate 
on the 30th of May, 1908, and the next session 
of the International Commission will be held 
at Madrid on the opening day of the Con¬ 
gress. _ 

THE FINANCIAL STANDING OF THE 
GERMAN BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATION. 

According to the annual report of the Ger¬ 
man Borsenverein, (1906-7,) published for 
the Easter fair in Leipzig this year, the in¬ 
come of that society for that period amounted 
to $885,000. Among other items given is the 
profit drawn from the “Borsenblatt,” which 
amounted to $120,500, the profits from the 
Booksellers’ Directory $11,750, receipts from 
interests and contributions $78,750, etc. The 
mortgage on the bookseller’s house in Leipzig, 
that cost $250,000 to build, has been paid up 
Xo $12,500.

Mr. Smith further states as that “The Book 
Lovers Corporation is operating, under a fif¬ 
teen-year lease, The Tabard Inn Library and 
The Booklovers Library, the assets of which 
they control and assume responsibility for all 
liabilities. Therefore all trade bills are paid 
with the check of The Book Lovers Corpora¬ 
tion, Mr. Smith being secretary, treasurer and 
managing director as well as general manager 
of the Tabard Inn Library.” 

Its Philadelphia Book Store was discontin¬ 
ued about a year ago. The printing and photo¬ 
engraving plant ceased when the Booklovers 
Magazine was sold to D. Appleton & Co. 

TABARD INN LIBRARY. 

The Tabard Inn Library is leased and oper¬ 
ated by the Book Lovers Corporation, 1611 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, and operates a 
library system throughout the country. The 
Tabard Inn Library is one of the sudsidiary 
concerns of the former Tabard Inn Corpora¬ 
tion, which failed several years ago. While 
books are bought in the name of the Tabard 
Inn Library, the Book Lovers Corporation is 
responsible for the bills. The Tabard Inn 
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Library has a large shipping room at 1031 
Race Street, Philadelphia. 

It is claimed that during 1906 their annual 
sales amounted to $255,799.97 and their busi¬ 
ness expenses were $202,589.08. It is also 
stated that they have an insurance on stock and 
fixtures of $31,700, and deposit with the Mar¬ 
ket Street National Bank. The actual worth 
above all liabilities and exemptions is es¬ 
timated at $556,546._ 

NEW YORK STATE HISTORIAN. 

Governor Hughes, on July 15, sent to the 
Senate for confirmation the nomination of 
Victor Hugo Paltsits, assistant librarian at 
Lenox Library, New York City, to succeed 
Hugh Hastings. The choice is an excellent 
one, and it is hoped will be confirmed. Mr. 
Paltsits was born in New York City, July 12: 
1867, and received his early education in public 
and private schools. Later he took the scien¬ 
tific course at Cooper Institute, and received 
instruction in Latin, Greek, Spanish, French 
and German in high schools, and Coptic and 
Egyptian hieroglyphics in Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. He entered the Lenox Library as as¬ 
sistant in the reading room, in 1890, and three 
years later was made sub-librarian, which title 
was changed to assistant librarian when the 
Lenox Library became part of the New York 
Public Library, Astor, Lenox and Tilden 
Foundations. Mr. Paltsits is the author and 
editor of a number of historical and biblio¬ 
graphical works of importance. He edited 
the “Journal of Captain William Pote, Jr./’ 
1745-1747, “Papers Relating to the Siege of 
Charleston/’ 1780, the Rev. John Miller’s 
“New Yorke Considered and Improved,” 
1695, “Captivity of Captain John Gyles,” 
1689-1697, etc. He was a member of the 
editorial staff as bibliographical adviser of 
the edition of the “Jesuit Relations and 
Allied Documents,” brought out under the 
editorial direction of Dr. R. G. Thwaites, 
by the Burrows Brothers Company, (1896- 
1901,) and contributor to a number of his¬ 
torical and bibliographical magazines and 
journals. Plis work is noted for independent 
thought, exact knowledge and careful re¬ 
search, and in every way he is specially fitted to 
fill a position requiring absolute adherence to 
L cts, patience in research and the ability 
to decipher and edit historical documents. 
He is a member of the American Anti¬ 
quarian Society, the American Anthropolog¬ 
ical Society, a fellow of the American Ethno¬ 
logical Society, a member of the American 
Plistorical Association, of the Bibliographical 
Society of America and the Maine Historical 
Society, and president of the New York Li¬ 
brary Club. 

Hugh Hastings, who resigned his position 
as State Historian of New York to become tax 
commissioner of New York City, having been 
educated in the public schools and the Albany 
High School, Hastings learned the printer’s 
trade, and on the Commercial Advertiser, of 
which his father is the editor, rose from re¬ 
porter to managing editor. He was Albany 
correspondent of the Nezv York World and 
the Times. The office of State Historian was 


created by the Legislature when Levi P. Mor¬ 
ton was governor, and Mr. Hastings has held 
it ever since. From the huge mass of old 
papers in Albany Mr. Hastings has compiled 
many volumes, including the ecclesiastical 
records of the State, the papers of Governors 
George Clinton and Daniel D. Tompkins, and 
colonial military records. 


WORKS OF ARCHIMEDES FOUND IN 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Y. L. Heiberg, professor of philosophy in 
the University of Copenhagen, is reported to 
have discovered on a palimpsest in the Convent 
of the Holy Grave at Constantinople a copy of 
some of the works of Archimedes supposed to 
have been transcribed by a monk in the tenth 
century. The Turkish authorities gave permis¬ 
sion to have a copy made of the manuscript, 
and this will shortly be published. The dis¬ 
covery is of extraordinary interest as showing 
that ancient manuscripts do exist in Constan¬ 
tinople, supporting the contention of modern 
historians that the Turks did not destroy the 
contents of all the libraries, if indeed they 
destroyed any library, in Constantinople when 
Mohammed 11. took the city in 1453. 


UNROLLING PAPYRI FOR 120 YEARS. 

In June, 1750, excavations were begun in 
the west end of the garden of the “House of 
the Papyri,” writes Ethel Ross Barker in the 
June Burlington Magasine in an article on 
“Past Excavations at Herculaneum.” In the 
library were cases in inlaid wood containing 
lumps of charcoal, many of which were thrown 
away. Finally characters were noticed on 
some of them and they were discovered to be 
papyri. A monk, Father Piazzio, invented a 
machine for unrolling them, and for 120 years 
scholars were busy in the work of decipher¬ 
ing and editing. Some of the original rolls 
opened and unopened exist in the Bodleian 
Library and in the British Museum. 


TO TEST RIGHT TO TRANSFER A 
SUBSCRIPTION TO BOOKS TO A 
SECOND PARTY. 

Attorney B. F. Madore, of Bedford, Pa., 
has issued a foreign attachment against The 
American Law Book Company of New York 
City, to recover $115.82, the value of part of 
a set of the “Cyclopedia of Law and Pro¬ 
cedure.” This proceeding proposes to deter¬ 
mine whether the American Law Book Com¬ 
pany has the right to rescind a contract when 
it is only partially completed, the agreement 
giving neither party the right to rescind. It 
appears that some time ago Mr. Madore sold 
the volumes of “Cyclopedia of Law' and Pro¬ 
cedure” which he had already received, and 
the remainder of the books were to be shipped 
to the purchaser as fast as they were received 
from the American Law Book Company. 
Having learned of the sale of the books by 
Mr. Madore, the American Law Book Com¬ 
pany refuses to send him any other vokimes 
under the contract.

HOW FIVE AND TEN-CENT PUBLICA¬ 
TIONS PAY. 

In a suit brought by George Gordon Hast¬ 
ings, as temporary administrator of the estate 
of his wife, Rosalie Tousey Hastings, who 
died last December, for the inspection of the 
books and accounts of the publishing corpor¬ 
ation known as Frank Tousey, at 24 Union 
Square, New York City, established by Frank 
Tousey some t wenty years ago, Plastings 
claimed that since its incorporation the com¬ 
pany has made not less than $100,000 a year 
in profits. Sinclair Tousey, the manager of 
the company, it is alleged as president of the 
corporation received a salary of $30,000 a year, 
and Mrs. Hastings as vice-president drew a 
like amount annually. Hastings also sub¬ 
mitted to the court a statement showing that 
at the end of November, 1906, his wife’s re¬ 
ceipts from the publishing house had been 
$182,418. Mrs. Hastings is the widow of 
Frank Tousey, who died in 1902, leaving prac¬ 
tically everything to his wife, the present Mrs. 
Hastings. _

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Gustave Schirmer, secretary of the music 
publishing firm of G. Schirmer and manager 
of the Boston branch of the business known 
as the Boston Music Company, died on July 
15, in Boston. He was the second son of the 
founder of the firm, G. Schirmer, who came 
to this country as a boy and bought out the 
music house of Kerkeig & Breusing in 1866. 
His elder son, Rudolph E., became on his 
death the president of the company, and his 
younger son, Gustave, was made secretarjL 

The Rev. William Kirkus, for some years 
editor of the Baltimore American Literary 
Churchman, and author of works on “Or¬ 
thodoxy, Scripture and Reason,” “Religion, a 
Revelation and Rule of Life,” etc., died on 
July 10, at Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. Kirkus was 
born in Hull, Eng., in 1830. and after graduat¬ 
ing from the University of London, became a 
Congregational minister. Later he went over 
lo the Church of England, and coming to the 
United States became assistant to Bishop 
Potter, who was then rector of Grace Church 
in New York City. He went to Baltimore 
some 3'ears ago to build up the church of St. 
Michael and All Angels. In 1892 he resigned 
as rector to devote his time to literary w r ork. 

Profissor Angelo Heilprin, of Philadel¬ 
phia, naturalist and explorer, died on July 17, 
at the home of his sister in New York City. 
Professor Heilprin was born March 31, 1853, 
at.Satoralja-Ujhely in Hungary, and came to 
this country when three years old. He took 
up the study of natural science, and gave his 
attention paiticularly to palaeontology and 
geology. His first academic appointment was 
as professor in these subjects at the Academy 
of Natural Science, Philadelphia, which he 
held from 1880 to 1900. In June, 1891, he 
headed a party of scientists, who accompanied 
Lieutenant Peary and his bride on their ex¬ 
pedition to the ice fields of Greenland, and 
went as far north as latitude 77 degrees, 43 
minutes, to the winter quarters of the ex¬ 
plorer at McCormick Bay. Professor Heil- 
prin’s object was entirely scientific. Another 
of Professor Heilprin’s expeditions, which 
proved his devotion to the call of science, was 
his ascent of Mount Pelee while it was still in 
eruption after the destruction of St. Pierre. 
He ascended the mountain until his life was 
in great danger. Streams of lava, cinders and 
clouds of steam were threatening to engulf 
him; but he completed the observations, which 
are recorded in his work, “Mount Pelee and 
the Tragedy of Martinique.” He had already 
in 1890 investigated the volcanoes of Central 
America, and had made the ascent and taken 
measurements of Mounts Orizabo, Popocat¬ 
epetl, Iltacituiatl, Toluca and Jorullo. By this 
expedition he proved that Orizabo is the high¬ 
est peak in Mexico and overtops Popocatapetl 
by 700 feet. Other parts of the globe he vis¬ 
ited were Morocco and the Atlas Mountains 
in 1896, where he was disappointed at finding 
no traces of glaciers, and Ihe Klondike and 
Alaska in 1898 and 1899. Besides the books 
mentioned Professor Heilprin wrote about a 
dozen others. He was a frequent contributor 
to scientific journals and to the magazines.

Charles Rathbone Low, the English his¬ 
torian, is heading a movement to erect a 
monument to Byron in Westminster Abbey.

He will be glad if any 
one possessing letters or other material rela¬ 
tive to the subject will communicate with him 
at Hill House, Southwold, Suffolk, Eng. 

The Italian Minister of Public Instruction 
has offered to Ouida, (Louise de la Rame,) 
any acceptable help. She, however, is not 
willing to accept charity and has already re¬ 
turned the donations of English sympathizers. 

Rodin's bust of the late William Ernest 
Henley, author and editor, who died four 
years ago this month, was unveiled in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, London, on July 11. A 
striking eulogy by George Meredith was read 
by Lord Plymouth.

A Japanese illustrated monthly, the At¬ 
lantic Monthly Magazine , has been started in 
New York City by Hokata Asai, who acts as 
editor, and H. H. Asai, who is the publisher. 
A few pages are to be devoted to articles in 
English by Japanese. The illustrations are 
either from photographs or show a curious 
blending of oriental and occidental ideas 
about art. 


FOST-CARD NOTES. 

The United States Board Of General Ap¬ 
praisers has decided that post-cards manufac¬ 
tured abroad on which feathers have been 
used for ornate purposes, must pay a duty of 
50 per cent, ad valorem as a manufacture of 
feathers, rather than printed matter. 


The American News Company has mar¬ 
keted a line of “Birthday” post-cards. The 
subjects are assorted flowers, children, land¬ 
scapes and marine views. They all have deli¬ 
cately tinted backgrounds with edges of a 
contrasting color which give a very artistic 
effect. A trial erder of 100 assorted cards is 
$1.25. 

With reference to the probable continuance 
of the post-card craze, A. S. Merrill, one of the 
largest dealers in post-cards in Toronto, Can¬ 
ada, recently said to a representative of the 
Bookseller and Stationer of Canada: “I should 
hardly call it any longer a craze. Picture 
post-cards are now a staple commodity. Be¬ 
fore forming this opinion, which I feei sure 
is a correct one, I travelled ten thousand 
miles visiting cities in the United States, in 
1905 and 1906, and I covered about as many 
miles in Europe. In Paris, Berlin and London 
particularly, I observed that the picture post¬ 
card was firmly established; and on the main 
streets of those cities, about every tenth store 
carried post-cards, while some firms have 
been for a long time, and are now, selling 
nothing but post-cards. I feel sure that so 
long as pictures are sold at all, they will sell 
best in the form of picture post-cards.” 

Postmaster-General Meyer has promul¬ 
gated an order, effective August I, 1907, pro¬ 
viding that the face side of a postal card may 
be divided by a vertical line placed approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the distance from the left 
end of the card; the space to the left of the 
line to be used for a message, etc., the portion 
to the right to be used for the address only. 
A very thin sheet of paper may be attached if 
it completely adheres to the card, and such a 
paster may bear both writing and printing. 
Advertisements, illustrations or writing may 
appear on the back of the card and on the left 
third of the front. Postal cards bearing par¬ 
ticles of glass, metal, mica, sand, tinsel, or 
other such substances, are declared to be un¬ 
mailable, except when enclosed in envelopes 
with proper postage affixed, or when treated 
in such a manner as will prevent the objec¬ 
tionable materials from being rubbed off or 
injuring the hands of persons handling the 
mails.

Way of the Gods,” etc.; the first English edi¬ 
tion of Alexandre Dumas’s autobiography— 
“My Memoirs”—prepared from the autograph 
manuscripts of the author by E. M. Waller; 
New Creations in Plant Life,” by W. S. Har¬ 
wood, author of “The New Earth;” also, 
“Tales of. the Months,” a series of thirteen 
short stories, the number corresponding with 
the thirteen months of the Indian calendar, 
by Mabel Osgood Wright.

In the set to be presented to His 
Holiness will appear the names of all of the 
subscribers to the Vatican edition. The bind¬ 
ing is a work of art in itself, being elaborated 
in full vellum, with a special design stamped 
in gold and inlaid with morocco in various 
colors. A photogravure in color is inlaid on 
the double of the front cover. A different 
picture will consequently appear on the 
double of each of the 15 volumes. The fly¬ 
leaf is of watered silk, while the Papal coat- 
of-arms is hand-painted on the half-title. The 
half title and full title in each volume is hand 
illuminated in color. The work is to be com¬ 
pleted in fifteen volumes, and it is stated that 
110 publisher has ever issued a work of refer¬ 
ence in a garb so distinctive. The publishers 
are Robert Appleton Company, New York.
